mfession Jam es implicated another 
egro named Alexander. 
In his coll­ 
ision Jam es told of his assault on 
liss Telly and declared Alexander 
ad some of the jewelry taken from 
sr. 
As soon as the negro finished, a 
an who had climbed to the top of 
ie arch turned on the electric lights 
id a ro'pe was thrown to him. 
He 
•opped it over the arch and an end 
ill to the serging crowd. 
Many we­ 
en seized the end and tugged with 
ie men. 
While the mob was giving vent to 
expressions of joy at the fate of 
e wretch who was swinging from 
e tall arch the rope around his 
ck broke. 
Tile negro fell to the 
mind 
As he lay writhing there beg- 
ng for mercy a dozen shots were 
ed. 
Most, of then- found their mark 
ie negro had been shot to death. 
A woman sprang forward and mak 
g her voice heard above the tumult 
e cried: 
“Burn him.” 
A hundred men seized the rope still 
tached to the negro’s neck and he 
as dragged through a mile of Cairo’.; 
incipal streets to the scene of the 
urder.

e flames.

Alexander was dressed up In a po­

cers late at night, but some watchers 
for the mob soon got onto this move 
and the mob was put after him, hut 
he has not been found. 
The murder of Miss Anna Pelly was 
brutal. 
The young woman was given 
no chance for her life. 
James was 
arrested soon after the crime was dis­ 
covered. 
Evidence against him was 
strong. 


GOVERNMENT’S CASE IS WEAK 


Judge Advocate Unsparing in Attack 
on Madame Steinheil. 
Paris, Nov. 12.—The weakness ol 
the government’s case against Ma­ 
dame Steinheil was shown when the 
Judge 
advocate. 
Truard 
Riolle, 
in 
summing up for the state, confined 
himself to the charge that she had 
planned and aided in the killing of hei 
husband. 
Although M. Riolle’s sum­ 
mary was tem perate in the main, his 
denunciation of the character of the 
accused woman was unsparing. 
He 
began by attacking her parents arui 
reviewing the history of her childhood 
amplifying every childish fault into a 
natural tendency to crime. 
Taking 
up her married life, he lashed hei 
verbally for unfaithfulness to her hus­ 
band. which he declared was the di 
rent cause of the murder. 
Through it 
all he made no mention of the name 
of Felix Fan re, although he did no’ 
hesitate to mention the other admir 
era of Madame Steinheil. 
The judge advocate insisted that hei 
whole life had been perverted and 
sensual, the miserable career of du­ 
plicity beginning while she was still 
a girl, with a love affair wit.ii a grocer. 
Ile painted a pathetic picture oi 
the Steinheil home, claiming that. the 
husband had kepi silent amid shame 
for the sake of their daughter. 
He declared that Madame Stein- 
heil’s love affair with Maurice BoHle- 
r d , tile merchant, was discovered by 
the husband and that this discovery 
precipitated the murders.

ROBBER SHOOTS THREE MEN 


Those in the Northwest Expect 


Higher Prices. 


K ills One and Badly Wounds the Oth­ 
er Two. 
Louisville, Ky., Nov. 12.—With a re­ 
volver in each hand, a young man who 
has been identified as T. J. Hall of 
Louisville, son of a dealer in second­ 
hand furniture, entered the Merchants’ 
National bank at New Albany, Ind., 
and. after commanding every one to 
throw up his hands and “get into the 
vault.” began shooting. 
J. Hangarv Fawcett, cashier of the 
bank. was shot through the chest and 
neck and died almost instantly. 
John 
K. Woodward, president of 
the hank, was shot through the liver 
and intestines perforated; condition 
serious. 
Jam es R. Tucker, negro chauffeur of 
Louisville, was shot through the body; 
probablj' fatally. 
The bandit was identified as Thom­ 
as Jefferson Hall. and. according to 
William J. Hall, his father, ho is but 
seventeen years old. 
The elder Hall, 
who has a furniture store in this city, 
said that young Hall was a household 
tyrant, and not insane at all. 
“He is simply mean.” said ihe fath­ 
er. 
W. J. Hall detailed his son’s actions 
for the past, few years, saying that 
dime novels had been his constant 
mental food. 


CHAMPAGNE 
PRICES 
RISE 


Increase Is Alleged to Be Due to the 
Tariff. 


Chicago, Nov. 12.—“Bubbly water is 
going up.” 
This harrowing information perco­ 
lated through greenrooms and cafes. 
To those who “buy” and those who 
drink it brought fears and misgivings 
and almost grief. 
It Is all on account 
of the tariff, say the restaurants^. 
The increase will be 12*6 per cent, 
and it will apply on champagne and 
other imported wines. 
Champagne that sold for $4 a bottle 
is to be listed at $4.50, and fancy 
wines will be priced accordingly. The 
tariff change bask of this is an in­ 
crease of 30 cents a quart on cham­ 
pagne. and a like amount on other 
high-grade wines. 


Minneapolis, 
Nov. 
12.—Farmers 
throughout tho Northwest, by holding 
back grain, have brought about this 
season a condition w-holly unlooked 
for by the grain trade or In banking 
circles 
The money has been affected. 
Minneapolis shipped currency into 
the country at the rate of $5,000,000 a 
week for a short time. 
Demand has 
now dropped. 
The country is making 
only moderate requisition, and Minne­ 
apolis, in turn, is not calling upon Chi­ 
cago, New York or Boston for funds. 
When it was known in August that 
one of the largest grain crops, if not 
the largest, ever produced had been 
raised in Minnesota and North and 
South Dakota, a fall money demand 
of large proportions was predicted, 
the railroads looked for overburden in g 
grain tonnage and feared congestion, 
and the grain trade expected the Min­ 
neapolis elevators to fill up rapidly. 
This has not happened. 
The farm ers are holding their grain. 
They are tilled with the idea of higher 
prices 
There is no storage of grain 
here to call for money accommodation 
with which to pay the producers. 
In­ 
stead of immense borrowings from the 
banks on grain collateral, with the 
grain in elevator storage and the mon­ 
ey In the pockets of the farmers, the 
situation today presents a view of 
thousands of small stocks of grain in 
storage on the farms. 
Notwithstanding the movement into 
Minneapolis since the newr crop was 
cut of 3fi.000.00fi bushels of grain, the 
milling and shipping demand has ab 
sorbed it. 
The public elevators of 
Minneapolis have in them today 7.- 
195,000 bushels of grain. 
A year ago 
there were 24,250,000 bushels. 
Railroad managers are thankful for 
the condition. 
It means a more even 
distribution 
of the crop marketing 
over a long period, and not such a 
rush at one time.

Housecleaning a Result of Recent Dis­ 


closures— All the Employes of tbs 


Combine Are on the Anxious Seat, 


Not Knowing Just Where the Shake­ 


up Is Going to End— Company Anx* 


ious to Bring Out Facts in Sugar 


Frauds. 


New York, Nov. 12.—Indirect con­ 
fession of the sugar trust s $a0,000,- 
000 customs swindle against the gov­ 
ernment was made when six of its 
confidential officials resigned under 
the fire of the disclosures. 
These 
men are: 
Frank Wenzel, for twenty-five years 
the p rh a te mouthpiece of the late H. 
O. Havemeyer. 
Ernest Gebracht, superintendent of 
buildings. 
William H. Wright, chief electrician 
and advisor of the old regime. 
James F. P-endernagle, general su­ 
perintendent of the Williamsburg r e ­ 
finery. 
John James, chief engineer of the 
plant. 
William Fleming, chief of construc­ 
tion. 
But in spite of this voluntary house­ 
cleaning there were still well backed 
rumors that indictments against the 
men higher up will be brought within 
a few days a n i that the men of the 
trust who really paid the money to 
the weighers are at last to be brought 
to justice. 


Confusion in the Plant. 
Over at the Williamsburg plant, 
whore the iron-clad rule of secrecy Is 
maintained ’ with 
the fidelity 
of 
a 
cloister, there is confusion. Grim fore­ 
bodings prevail among the 5,000 or 
more employes. The news was spread 
through the plant that the general su­ 
perintendent nad handed in his resig­ 
nation. 
This man, Toseph F. Bender- 
nagle, who for years had been at the 
bead of the refineries and received a 
salary of $20,000 a year, is not only 
one of the big men of Williamsburg, 
but he has also been a power in the 
councils of the trust. 
For thirty-five 
years he has been on the payroll of 
the big combination, and for the past 
twenty years he has held positions of 
more or less responsibility. 
Just why 
he handed in his resignation is one of 
the questions that the officers v)f the 
trust, in their offices at 117 Wall 
street, will not explain to the public 
at this time further than to say in a 
general way that there is a plan of 
reorganization now being worked out. 
Just where this shakeup is going to 
halt is one of the problems that both­ 
ers those whose salaries and occupa­ 
tions are hanging in the balance.

The plans 
of Stimson have not been divulged, 
hut as it looks now the sacrifice of a 
goat will not be accepted as propitia­ 
tory.

The laying of the steel has proceed­ 
ed from Moose Lake as far as Rice
